Six Attend 
Last Meeting 
of GAR

Indianapolis, Aug. 20 — (UP)—- 


Six frail old veterans of the Civil 
war sat in their wheel chairs to- 
day and spun yarns of Antietam 
and Bull Run at the 83rd and last 
encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 
The six men, all over 100, were 


the only men in condition to attend 
the GAR's last meeting. 


Only 16 GAR members survive 


of the mighty armies that Gen, 
U. S. Grant led in the war between 
the states. 


In the 1890's 
the Grand army 


numbered more than 400,000 men. 
U was the first of the 
powerful 


veterans organizations founded to 
maintain the welfare of the men 
who fought for their country and 
their survivors. 
During its peak of power, the 


GAR was influential in six presi- 
dential elections. Long parades ol 
"boys in blue" marked Memorial 
day celebrations in every town. 


But every year since the turn oi 


the century, their ranks thinncc 
''and 
today only the six had 
the 


strength to attend the meeting. 


The grand army was being mus- 
tered out to eternity in the same 
city where it was founded 83 yeart, 
ago. 


The six veterans were bearing up 


well under the strain of travel and 
excitement. Four had traveled over 
half the continent to attend.

Nation Now 
Has 19,500 
Polio Cases 


By The Associated Press 
The nation's 
1949 polio cases 


numbered more than 19,500 today, 
but the rate of new infections ap- 
peared to be slackening. 


Approximately 3,900 ' new 
cases 


from August 13 to 
27 reflected 


more than a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion from the 
previous nine-day 
peroid when 5,000 were reported. 
However, this was still well above 
the 3,000 cases 
reported 
during 


the nine-day period of August. 


The latest Associated Press sur- 


vey showed actual declines in new 
cases reported during 
the 
past 


as the No. 1 issue. 


What to do about communism

Mr. Truman is the second U. S. 
president to get the award,the first 
going to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 


posthumously.

Some play six-hanaed with three 
pairs of two players each, but it 
is m'uch better to play it 
as

four-handed game; and when there 
are three players on a 
side 
in 


either five- or six-handed, 
have 
the third player sit out one hand. 
At the end of a hand, the player 
sitting out comes in and one 
of 


the others of his side goes out. 
In thrco-handed 
Canasta, 
the 


player who sits behind the 
weak 


player — that is. the player who 
receives Ihe discards of Ihe weak 
player 
is 
bound' to 
win. 
The 


weak player will not 
remember 


the cards in the discard pile, nnd 
therefore his discarding will makt 
it rather easy for th-' n.;xt player 
to pick the paclv and win. 


The swings in two-handed 
Ca- 


nasta are terrific. In other words, 
the play depends 
entirely upon 


who gets control of the pack. And 
these terrificc swing hands may 
prove boring. While it 
can, be 


placed 
two-or 
three-handed, 
I 


want to recommend 
the' 
four- 
handed game to you. 


There are quite :i few rules in 


Canasta, but they will como to you 
quickly as you .play it. There is 
some variation in rules among pro- 
poncnts of different s'.ylos of play, 
but I consider those described in 
this series to bo basic 
and 
the 
most authoritative. The are the 
rules 
approved 
by 
Alber', 
H. 
Moorehead, noted 
authorit 
on 


American 
card 
games. 
If you 


want his rules in permanent form, 
you can buy his book on Canasta 
for a quarter from the Grestone 
Press, New York City. 


Before wo go into the rules of 
Canasta, let me point out some of 
the important differences from the 
ordinary game of ruimnv. In Ca- 
nasta, sequences do not count. In 
other 
words, you 
cannot 
meld 


three cards in a run such as the 
scven-cight-ninc, 
on 
CET.I 
only 


meld three or more of a kind. 


The object of the game is 
to 


sclore points by melding cards. 
.Each card has a scoring value, and 
in addition, there are certain bonus 
values, the greatest of which 
is 


the forming of Cahastas. 


A Canasta consists of seven of 


a kind. A Canasta com posed 
of 


seven natural cards of a kind, such 
as seven fives, is termed a natural 
Canasta. Canastas also may bo 
made up of natural cards and wild 
cards, but no Canasta can have 
more than throe wild cards. You 
may add natural .-:ards or wild 
cards to an Canasta. The 
do 


not increase the value of the Ca- 
nasta except for the point value 
of the cards themselves. However, 
if you add a wild card to a natural 
Canasta, ou reduce its value to 
that of a mixed Canasta.

where two Americans were killed 
and at least two others seriously 
injured last May in bloody fight- 
ing which the

scribed as revolutionary strikes. 


At that time, too, Americans 
were removed from the region.

The con- 
sensus was that the Marshall plan 
aid is producing; little permnrne.nl 
effect on recovery and that Europe 
is in for economic chaos it

More Military 
Cuts Can Be 
Expected

Washington Aug. 26 — (/P) — 
Howls of pain came 
from con- 


g r e s s m e n this week over the 
economy 
stroke 
of the 
armed 


forces, but more cuts of some kind 
are still to come. 


Secretary of Defense Louis John- 


son invited a battalion of congress- 
men to his office Wednesday and 
there broke to them news some of 
them did not like to hear 
even 


though 
they've 
been 
preaching 
economy themselves. 


He told them the armed 
forces 
were going to chop 135,000 civilian 
employes off the payroll and shut 
oown about 50 military installa- 
tions at home and abroad to save 
about $500,000,000 a year. 


The reason the congressmen suf- 
tered anguish over the news 
was 
this: They've 
preached 
economy 


in the abstract but this economy 
struck home at their own states, 
where l a y o f f s 
and shutdowns 
meant lost income. 


At his news conference late yes- 
terday President Truman said he 
had ordered Johnson to make the 
cuts to economize on government 
spending. 


That happened some time 
ago 


for the secretaries of the army 
navy and air force had to work 
out a way to make the cuts. But 
—more of the same, in some way 
now lies ahead 
for 
the 
armed 
orces. 


Johnson figures that the layoff 


of the 135,000 
civilian 
employes 


and shutting down 50 installations 
will save the 
government about 
$500,000,000 a year. 


Yet, on several occasions in re- 
cent months he has said he wants 
to cut 
down the 
armed 
forces 


spending by $1,000,000,000 to 
$1 - 
500,000. 


Therefore he has 
another 
vt,- 


000,000,000 or so in cuts to make 
before his wishes are fulfilled. Ef- 
forts to do that 
are now 
under 
way. 


Several weeks ago c o n g r e s s 
passed a bill to unify the armed 
f o r c e s , strengthening Johnson's 
hand 
over 
all 
three 
services: 
Army, navy and airforce. 


Almost at once he set up a na- 


tional defense management com- 
mittee, headed by Lt. Gen. Joseph 
T. McNarncy. On the 
committee 


arc top officials of the throe serv- 
ices. 


The committee's job: 
To 
find 
ways of cutting down the 
armed 


forces' expenses. They're working 
on that now and will make their 
suggestions 
later. 
Whether that 


will involve cuts in people or weap- 
ons is not known now. 


For that reason, 
the 
cut 
an 


nounced by Johnson on 
Wednes- 
day was only a starter. 


At this moment the armed forces 
have a total of about 1,616,000 peo- 
ple in uniform and, in 
addition 
about 900,000 
civilian 
employes. 
Tho cut of 135000 will reduce the 
civilian total to 765,000. 


The high point in number of ci- 


vilians employed by 
the 
armed 


forces — 2,634,000 — was reached 
during the war. 


After the war the number 
was 


steadily reduced until it reached 
a post-war low point of 82B.OOO in 
December, 1947, just 
before 
tho 


trouble with Russia began and this 
country started to rearm. 


So the new 
cut 
of 
135,000 ci- 


vilians—reducing the total to 765,- 
000—will be the new low point for 
civilians employed by the 
armed 
forces since the war. •
